Nixon Warned Early About Impeachment 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Former 
President Richard M. Nixon was 
warned by his closest aides more than 
16 months before he resigned that he 
was vulnerable to impeachment for 
Watergate crimes, according to White 
House tapes made public for the first 
time today at the Watergate cover-up 
trial. 
On April 25, 1973, John D. Ehr- 
lichman told Nixon that the testimony 
of then-White House Counsel John W. 
Dean III could easily lead to an im­ 
peachment resolution in the Congress. 
Five days later, Ehrlichman resigned 
as Nixon’s chief domestic counsel and 
Dean was fired. H. R. Haldeman, who 
along with Ehrlichman is a defendant 
in the cover-up trial, resigned at the 
same time as White House chief of 
staff. 
“I think it’s entirely conceivable that 
if Dean is totally out of control and that 
if matters are not handled adroitly that 
you could get a resolution of im­ 
peachment in the Senate,” Ehrlich­ 


man told Nixon. 
‘‘That’s right,” Nixon replied. 
In another new tape heard by the 
jury today, Nixon is heard to say about 
Dean on April 19, 1973, ‘‘(I) don’t know 
what the son of a bitch is going to say 
... He’s just lashing out.” 
In the four conversations heard 
today at the trial, Nixon, Ehrlichman 
and Haldeman, discussed how to 
handle the problem of Dean having 
begun cooperating with federal prose­ 
cutors investigating Watergate. 
The four tapes are the last major 
bloc of evidence in the prosecution’s 
case. 
The prosecution is scheduled to 
complete the presentation of its case 
on Friday. 
During one of three conversations on 
April 25, 1973, Ehrlichman disclosed 
some apparent knowledge of the 
existence of the White House taping 
system. 
Ehrlichman’s lawyers have said he 
was unaware that conversations about 


the cover-up were being recorded 
inside Nixon’s Oval Office. 


In discussing his own involvement in 
the cover-up, Nixon recalled talking to 
Dean about the original Watergate 
defendants making blackmail threats 
unless they received further cash 
payments. 
‘‘I know,... that in that conversation, 
the question was raised of blackmail,” 
Nixon says. 


Ehrlichman is heard recommending 
to Nixon that the only way for the 
former president to make a judgment 
on Dean ‘‘is for you to listen to your 
tapes and see what actually was said 
then, or maybe for Bob to do it, or 
somebody. See what was said there.” 
Nixon went on to remember that the 
figure of $1 million was mentioned, but 
says his reference to Dean about the 
money was intended facetiously. 
A tape played at the trial on Wed­ 
nesday disclosed that Nixon once 
considered justifying some $450,000 


paid the original Watergate defen­ 
dants by saying the money was in­ 
tended to keep them from talking to 
reporters. 
A tape of an April 17, 1973, con­ 
versation among Nixon, Haldeman 
and Ehrlichman shows Nixon 
as 
saying the White House could say, 
‘‘Our purpose was to keep them (the 
original Watergate defendants) from 
talking to the press.” 


In another development Wednesday, 
Herbert J. Miller Jr., an attorney for 
Nixon, told Judge John J. Sirica that 
arrangements had been completed for 
three court-appointed physicians to 
examine the former president Mon­ 
day. 


Sirica ordered the examination to 
determine if Nixon is healthy enough 
to testify at the trial. 
In the tape recording of the April 17 
meeting among the three men, the jury 
heard Ehrlichman reply to the Presi­ 
dent’s 
idea 
for 
justifying 
the 


payments: 
‘‘Before I get too far on that, uh, I 
want to talk to an attorney and find out 
what the law is ...” 


During that conversation and others 
among nine tapes heard by the jury 
Wednesday, Nixon repeatedly looks 
for ways to explain the payments to the 
defendants 


At one point Nixon asks Haldeman 
and Ehrlichman: 
“Have you given any thought to what 
the line ought to be — I, I don’t mean a 
lie — but a line, on raising the money 
for these defendants? Because both of 
you were aware that was going on, you 
see — the, the raising of the money — 
you were aware of it, right?” 
Either Haldeman or Ehrlichman is 
heard to answer, “Yes sir.” 
All of the nine tapes played Wed­ 
nesday had previously been made 
public by Nixon while he was still 
President on April 30, 1974. 
By comparison, the jury heard 


blocks of conversation and different 
phrasing than was contained in the 
transcripts released by Nixon over a 
year ago. 


At one point on April 14, 1973, 
Ehrlichman incorrectly tells the 
President that $1.5 million had been 
distributed to the original defendants. 
“Jesus Christ!” Nixon declares in 
his loudest outburst heard yet on any of 
the tapes played for the jury. 
At an earlier point on April 14, 
Ehrlichman quotes former White 
House counsel John W. Dean III as 
suggesting all those vulnerable to 
indictment in the cover-up should 
plead guilty and then receive either a 
presidential pardon or executive 
clemency. 
While Haldeman and Ehrlichman 
dismiss the idea in laughter, at least 
for the moment, Nixon says seriously: 
“It’s a shame. There could be 
clemency in this case and at die proper 
time ...”

Six parents of Stooge Gub members 
met with the Circleville Board of 
Education Wednesday to discuss the 
recent disciplinary’ action taken at the 
high school regarding an initiation of 
new members of the club. 
I nester Smith was the first of the 
guests to speak to the board and ad­ 
ministration members present at the 
meeting. He briefly explained what 
had happened. According to Smith, 
these initiations have been more or 
less a tradition with the Stooge Gub. 
The actions of these boys during their 
initiation proceedings is however an 
illegal offense and falls into the 
category of hazing as provided for in 
the Ohio Revised Code. 
The trouble began on Nov. 12 when 17 
club members met at the home of Scott 
Bowman for their final initiation of the 
pledges to the club. 
During the 
evening’s activities, the pledges 
received their ‘traditional” spanking 
by the members. Most of the parents at 
the meeting testified that their sons 
had been given this same treatment 
when they were taken into the Stooge 
Club and most of them disapproved of 
it but had gone along with their sons 
when they had come home with welts 
on them from their floggings. 
It was generally understood that the 
initiation proceedings with the club 
were all right because it was a school 
club. Few if any of the parents realized 
the legal significance of the initiations. 
Smith continued with his ex­ 
planation to the board regarding the 
disciplinary action taken by the ad­ 
ministration when the most recent 
initiation was reported. Seven of the 
boys 
allegedly 
involved 
were 
suspended from school for three days, 
suspended from sports for 40 days 
which would be until Jan. 20 and were 
excluded from the Stooge Gub. The 
most active gripe of the parents was 
that the boys who had been on the 
football team had been deprived of 
their already earned awards and 
letters. Their names were deliberately 
left out during the fall sports banquet 
Monday night. 
Glen McNaughton, speaking on 
behalf of his two sons who were among 
those receiving the discipline, stressed 
the problems with the club had arisen 
from lack of supervision by a faculty 
adviser. He stated that only three 
meetings of the club in three years had 
been conducted in the presence of the 
adviser. He said under these cir­ 


cumstances he thought the club should 
be disbanded. 
Similar ideas were expressed by 
Donald Bowman. He commented to the 
board 
of 
education 
that 
any 
organization of young people needs a 
set of rules governing their actions and 
leadership to see that these rules are 
enforced. 
He also reprim anded the ad­ 
m inistration’s 
“hasty” action in 
suspending the youths without looking 
further into the situation. 
Although he said he could not con­ 
done the initiation Ed Bohenko said he 
did feel that the boys who had already 
worked on the football team should be 
given their due recognitions. 
The question was posed by Mrs. 
David Bond as to why all the boys at 
the meeting were not given the same 
suspensions. 
Mrs. Dorothy Mogan was the final 
speaker and advised the board how she 
had called Paul Sarchet, principal at 
the high school, after her son Billy had 
returned home from the initiation. She 
said her son had tobasco sauce in his 
eyes and she was afraid of impaired 
vision and called the 
hospital 
emergency room for medical advise. 
Mrs. Mogan is herself a registered 
nurse. 
She asked the board to do something 
about the club before someone is 
seriously injured. 
Severed of the parents of the 
suspended boys have filed an action in 
Pickaway County Common Pleas 
Court seeking a restraining order 
against the board of education, the

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Gasoline, License Tag Hikes 
Urged For Bridge Repairs 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
consulting engineers will seek a $114 
million increase in the gasoline tax and 
auto license plate fees to finance re­ 
placement of 16,900 deficient bridges 
around the state. 


The increase would add $10 to the 
cost of license plates and one cent to 
each gallon of gasoline. 


The Ohio Consulting Engineers 
Association announced the plan at a 
news conference Wednesday and got 
the backing of the County Engineers 
Association of Ohio. 
“After seven months of extensive 
research and documentation, con­ 
sulting engineers have found the 
bridge problems in Ohio’s counties to 
be far more serious than we had ever 
imagined,” said Paul K. Fumey, 
executive director of the consulting 
engineers. 
The engineers will present their 
proposal 
to the 
111th 
General 
Assembly next year. 


Fumey said the estimated cost of 
replacing weak and outmoded bridges 
in Ohio is $750 million with inflation 
driving costs up each year. 
Reports from county engineers, 
Fumey said, showed that 270 bridges 
in Ohio have collapsed in the last five 
years. Forty-eight per cent of Ohio’s 
35,000 bridges either are operating 
under reduced load limits or are 
considered traffic hazards because of 
narrowness. 
Many bridges now in critical con­ 
dition were built in the early 1900’s, 
Fumey said, “when the loads con­ 
sisted of model T’s, small trucks and 
loaded horse-drawn wagons. 
“These bridges were not constructed 
to handle the width and weight of 
today’s vehicles,” he said. 
Fumey estimated the $10 plate in­ 
crease would bring in $62 minion and 
the gasoline tax hike $50-52 million. 
The engineers want all the additional 
income earmarked for bridge re­ 
placement. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Justice 
Department has gone to court to strip 
the Bell System of its 60-year-old grip 
on the nation’s telephone industry in a 
move to spur competition and drive 
phone rates down. 
The lawsuit filed Wednesday against 
the 
American 
Telephone 
and 
Telegraph Co. signaled the beginning 
of a yearlong government battle to 
carve up the world’s largest privately 
owned corporation into competing 
enterprises. 
AT&T claimed that, contrary to the 
departm ent’s goal, a government 
victory would push phone rates up. 
The company is the biggest one the 
government has ever tried to break up. 
The suit is only the second in recent 
history in which the government has 
attempted a major restructuring of an 
industry dominated by one company or 
a handful of companies. 
Ford Tours 
Ancient Kyoto 


KYOTO, Japan (AP) - Putting 
official business aside for the day, 
President Ford turned tourist today in 
Japan’s former capital and ancient 
cultural center. 
The President visited the old im­ 
perial palace where Emperor Hirohito 
was enthroned in 1928, the 371-year-old 
Nijo Castle and the lakeside Temple of 
the Golden Pavilion covered in 22- 
carat gold foil. 
The weather was chilly and there 
were intermittent showers, but he 
wore neither a hat nor a topcoat. 
Ford was serenaded at the Nijo 
Castle by women playing 16th century 
instruments which they picked like a 
zither. He tried his hand at it, but the 
noise he produced was not exactly 
musical. 
The President told newsmen he 
thought his visit to Japan was "going 
wonderfully. It couldn’t be better, 
substantively and otherwise.” 
The President said he was enjoying 
learning something about the history 
and culture of Japan. 
“Its simplicity inspires one to make 
the most of what you have,” he 
commented. 
A Japanese meal — the first of the 
President’s visit — was arranged at a 
local restaurant for his last night in 
Japan. Geishas were hired to add color 
and entertainment. 
Local officials said 34 organizations 
applied for permits to hold a demon­ 
stration protesting Ford’s visit, and 
35,000 to 50,000 people might turn out. 
But the demonstrations were to be held 
in the late afternoon at a time when the 
President was to be in his hotel two 
miles away, and large numbers of 
police were on duty to insure that he 
was not disturbed. 
There have been no other demon­ 
strations since Ford’s arrival in Japan 
Monday, when 2,000 leftists held a rally 
two miles from the airport and 400 of 
them clashed with the police. 
Kyoto, in southwest Japan, is the 
country’s third largest city and was 
the capital from 794 until 1868. It was 
the only major Japanese city which 
American bombers stayed away from

Rocky Hearings 
Move To House 


WASHINGTON (AP) — His vice 
presidential confirmation assured in 
the Senate barring any major new 
disclosures, Nelson A. Rockefeller told 
a House panel today that he is eager to 
help lead America on “a new forward 
march.” 
A survey by The Associated Press 
found only five senators inclined to 
vote 
against Rockefeller’s con­ 
firmation, 79 for it and 16 un­ 
committed. 
The former New York governor 
launched confirmation hearings before 
the House Judiciary Committee with a 
statement that "the dangers of the 
times” will force America to find new 
direction. 
“Nobody doubts that our country is 
confronted today with problems that 
shake its foundations,” Rockefeller 
said. 
He said those problems include 
recession, unemployment, energy 
shortages and world food shortages. 
“But there is no doubt in my mind,” 
he said, "that the magnitude and 
complexity of these problems are 
going to force us to the kind of reap­ 
praisal, reevaluation and fundamental 
change which can make this a turning 
point in the history of our country and 
permit a new forward march in our 
affairs.” 
Rockefeller said leaders must 
provide the right concepts to bring 


solutions and he said that is a major 
reason he wants to be vice president. 
“Nothing delights me so much as 
facing up to a complex public issue 
with all its confusion, turmoil and 
intensity and trying to pull through the 
human resources to deal with it,” he 
said. 


The former governor set out these 
concepts, among others, for meeting 
some of the problems: 
—Unemployment. Through far­ 
sighted planning, plants suffering 
production cutbacks and unem­ 
ployment can be regeared to produce 
materials in short supply. 


—Energy 
shortages. 
Through 
conservation and development of such 
fuel sources as shale and coal, "the 
United States is perfectly capable not 
only of meeting all its own energy 
needs within ten years but also of 
becoming a net exporter of energy as 
well.” 
—World food shortages. The United 
States cannot and need not provide the 
world food supply “but we do have the 
science, the technology and the en­ 
trepreneurial drive to work effectively 
with other nations so they can increase 
their own food production.” 
—The future. "This is a time to 
mobilize the best minds to develop 
challenging new concepts ... to get 
things done.”

The IBM suit, filed nearly six years 
ago, is only now approaching a trial 
which the judge estimates will take 
another two years. 
The AT&T case turns on the com­ 
pany’s relationship with Western 
Electric Co. Inc., a wholly-owned 
subsidiary which m a n u f a c t u r e s 
telecommunications equipment and 
sells virtually all of it to the Bell 
System, and with Bell Telephone 
laboratories Inc., a subsidiary jointly 
owned by AT&T and Western Electric. 
What the Justice Department wants 
is a court order forcing AT&T to get rid 
of Western Electric and perhaps 
splitting Western Electric into two or 
more competing firms. 
Gearwaters said the department 
also may seek divestiture of Bell Labs, 
the system’s research and develop­ 
ment arm and the nation’s largest 
industrial laboratory. 
The government also wants AT&T to 
give up some parts of the long-lines 
department, the network linking all of 
the country’s telephones into a nation­ 
wide system. 
The suit accuses AT&T, Western 
Electric and Bell l^abs of conspiring 
illegally to monopolize the nation’s

Wind, rain and snow whipped both 
ends of the country today as autumn 
storms swirled across the Pacific 
Northwest and the Northeast from the 
Great Lakes to New England. 
Storm warnings were in effect for 
I .ake Erie, the Oregon coast and the 
northern California coast. Gale 
warnings flew over the rest of the 
Great Lakes, the remainder of the 
northern and central Pacific Coast and 
the rest of the northern and Middle 
Atlantic Coast. 
Twelve-foot waves crashed ashore 
along parts of the east end of Lake Erie 
where warnings of flooding and beach 
erosion were out. 
Similarly powerful waves slammed 
the southeastern shore area of Lake 
Michigan. Residents were warned of 
possible beach erosion through the 
day. 
Wind gusts near 70 miles an hour 
rocked sections of the Oregon coast 
during the night. High-wind warnings 
also 
were 
posted 
far 
inland. 
Livingston, Mont., was hit by gusts of 
67 m.p.h. 
More than 2 inches of rain soaked the 
Oregon coast around Astoria through 
Wednesday. Snow fell on upland areas 
farther inland. 
In the East, heavy-snow warnings 
were in effect for north-central Maine 
where up to 8 irches was expected.

NEW YORK (AP) - The stock 
market bounced erratically in a 
narrow range today, registering no 
clear-cut reaction to the Justice 
Department’s antitrust action against 
American Telephone & Telegraph. 
The noon Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials was off .94 at 606.65, and 
losers retained a slight lead over 
gainers on the New York Stock 
Exchange. 
Brokers noted some late-morning 
buying, encouraged by the market’s 
mild early decline in the face of the 
AT&T news. An advance of better than 
2 points in the Dow was erased at 
midday, however, when AT&T — one 
of the components of the average — 
opened at 43, down 24. 
That first trade in AT&T of 450,000 
shares made it far and away the most- 
active issue on the NYSE. 
At the American Stock Exchange, 
the market-value index was up .13 at 
64.27. 
The Big Board’s composite common- 
stock index also posted an advance, 
rising .05 to 36.08. 
Houston Oil & Minerals, the Amex 
volume leader, climbed 14 to 254.

Mrs. Betty Jolliffe, the director of 
nursing hired at the last meeting of the 
board, was present for Wednesday’s 
meeting.

Defend 
Israeli Rights 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - A 
small but influential group of nations is 
defending Israel’s right to exist as the 
United Nations General Assembly 
nears a vote on the Palestinian claim 
to nationhood. 
The United States joins in the 
assembly’s Palestine debate today 
with a speech by Ambassador John A. 
Scab upholding the Israeli position. 
Britain, France, West Germany, 
Italy, 
Japan, 
Canada, 
Greece, 
Finland, Belgium and Nigeria are 
among the countries who have spoken 
out for Israel’s right to continue as a 
nation. 


Most of them also said Israel should 
withdraw from the Arab territories 
occupied in the 1967 Arab-Israeli 
war. Italy and Britain also voiced 
support for Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger’s efforts to arrange an 
Arab-Israeli peace settlement. 
The assembly is scheduled to vote 
Friday on resolutions still under 
negotiation between Arab and Third 
World backers of the Palestine 
liberation Organization and other 
nations whose support they want. 


The majority of the countries in the 
week-long debate have backed the 
PLO demand for self-determination 
and the creation of a Palestinian 
nation. PLO chief Yasir Arafat, the 
first speaker in the debate, made clear 
that this new nation should include the 
territory that is now Israel, but many 
of his supporters have been silent or 
vague about the future of the Jewish 
nation. 
The resolution drafted by the Arab 
and Third World countries also is silent 
on this point, and some of the members 
of the European Common Market and 
others have started calling for explicit 
guarantees of Israel’s continued 
existence.

financial consultant for the board of 
governors. The consultants had ad­ 
vised the board that the rate was 
justified by operational costs. 
Although the hospital is still 
operating in the black, the financial 
report was rather bleak this month.

Barnhill said the board was not 
particularly worried at this time 
because it is the general feeling that 
the financial picture will be brighter 
with the greater utilization of the 
hospital in the future when the new 
facility is opened. He did say however, 
that the board was keeping a close eye 
on the situation. 
Arrangements were approved for 
the Emergency Medical Service 
organization to have actual emergency 
room training inside the hospital. The 
board expressed its appreciation of the 
voluntary action and services of this 
group. 
Mrs. Robert Iiggett, president of the 
general guilds, reminded the board of 
the Christmas Bazaar Friday.

the potential oil spill problem. 
When the first major oil 
spills occurred some years 
ago, the U.S. Coast Guard and 
all who helped in the clean-up 
had to rely largely upon hit-or- 
miss methods. 
Through experience and the 
realization that the problem 
would be a continuing one, the 
Coast 
Guard 
has 
ex ­ 
perim ented 
with 
many 
materials and techniques to 
help it do the job. 
Many kinds of materials 
have been used to soak up oil 
spills before they can spread 
to beaches and ocean life, 


including straw and coconut 
husks. But the Coast Guard is 
convinced it has found the 
most absorbent material in the 
lowest grade of cotton fiber. 
Under tests the cotton has 
picked up as much as 50 times 
its weight in oil without losing 
any to wave action. 


Preventing oil spills is the 
best safeguard, but when they 
occur getting to the scene with 
a giant sponge to soak up the 
goo before it can spread to 
surrounding terrain is the only 
way to prevent a mammoth 
mess. 


A Man Who Can't Wait 


NEW YORK - Friend of mine 
named Bill who is dying of cancer 
called the other day and said, “I’ve 
had it with our (deleted) American 
cancer doctors. What the hell do they 
know about it?

require patience and constancy on the 
part of both the Congress and the 
public. 
“But these are brilliant discoveries 
and there are many others which, in 
the aggregate, give us the en­ 
couragement to believe that we can 
ask better and better questions and 
come up with more and more answers 
until at last we can deal with this 
disease in a manner consistent with 
die needs and demands of the people 
whom our science and technology 
must serve.*’

CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P)- The 
executive director of the Ohio Lottery 
called for removal Wednesday of 
federal barriers to operation of state 
lotteries. 
John Kirkland made his case in 
testimony prepared for the U.S. Senate 
Judiciary 
subcommittee 
in 
Washington, D.C., which was con­ 
sidering possible changes in federal 
gambling laws. 
“ State-run lottery systems are 
secure; they are honest,” Kirkland 
said. “They do not deserve to be 
hamstrung by restrictions which 
responded to 19th Century failures, 
when private and official lotteries 
were irresponsible, unsophisticated or 
corrupt.” 
Kirkland said the Ohio Lottery 
Commission considered it unfair that 
state lotteries were not accorded the 
same privileges as parimutuel horse 
racing and casinos. 
In particular, Kirkland asked the 
subcommittee to scrutinize portions of 
federal law that restrict lottery ad­ 
vertising on radio, television and in 
newspapers. 
In 
addition, 
federal 
postal 
regulations prohibit use of the mail for 
lottery business, Kirkland said. 
“Without this normal means of 
communication,” he told the com­ 
mittee, “we must go to considerable 
and unnecessary expense, with the 
people of Ohio, in effect, footing the 
bill.” 
Kirkland also objected to threatened 


federal taxes on lottery revenue and 
sales agents. 
The Ohio lottery might sell tickets by 
subscription 
and 
advertise 
in 
newspapers across state lines if 
federal statutes were changed, 
Kirkland indicated. 
The Ohio Lottery returns 43 per cent 
of its gross income to the state as 
compared to the 30 per cent required 
by law, Kirkland said as evidence that 
the operation was run above board and 
effectively. But he said federal 
statutory limits on operations were 
cutting into revenue. 
Ticket sales and thefts both were 
down sharply, a lottery spokesman 
said Tuesday. Sales which had 
averaged 4.5 million a week were 
reported at 3.8 million last week. 
Thefts which had averaged IO a week 
had dwindled to “a couple a week,” the 
spokesman said. 
The commission’s weekly drawing 
moves to Columbus this week with 
contestants vying for prizes ranging 
from $300,000 to $15,000.

Speaking Of Your Health 


by U ttar I. Coleman, MD 


I recently had part of my stomach 
removed for an ulcer. I have been told 
that I have a “dumping” condition as a 
result of the operation. Can you ex­ 
plain what this is? 
Mr. H.Z., Penn. 
Dear Mr. Z.: 
Following the removal of a part of 
the stomach for a peptic ulcer of the 
stomach or the dudenum, a small 
percentage of patients develop a 
“dumping” syndrome. 
The sensation brings with it profuse 
perspiration, weakness, nausea and a 
rapid heartbeat. It is believed that this 
is due to a change in the normal 
process of food digestion. Ordinarily, 
food taken into the stomach slowly 
passes into the duodenum and the 
small intestine. 
When a part of the stomach is 
removed, there may be a sudden large 
mass of food “dumped” into the in­ 
testinal tract. 
It is thought that this sudden 
mechanism also affects the amount of 
insulin that is poured out from the 
pancreas. The result may be a sudden 
fall of blood sugar, which accounts for 
the excessive perspiration and the 
sense of weakness. 
This is an unpleasant feeling, but it 
becomes less and less marked as time 
passes. Eating smaller quantities of 
food at more regular intervals will 
diminish the severity of these attacks. 
A short period of rest after eating 
can be helpful. By trial and error you 


will learn how to adjust your eating 
habits so that you will be more com­ 
fortable. 


When I was a young girl I remember 
that my mother always said that she 
had “dropsy.” Is there such a con­ 
dition? Why don’t we ever hear of it 
today? 
Mrs. T. N., Tenn. 
Dear Mrs. N.: 
“Dropsy,” like “catarrh,” seems to 
be a word that has slowly disappeared 
from the layman’s medical ter­ 
minology. 
Dropsy was never a disease. Rather 
it was a symptom. It was a descriptive 
word taken from the term “hydrops,” 
which is an abnormal collection of 
fluid in various tissues in the body. 
Swelling of the feet, fluid in the 
lungs, in the abdomen and the brain 
may be the result of chronic heart, 
kidney or liver conditions. Often these 
were attributed to “dropsy.” 
When unusual amounts of fluid 
collect anywhere, the basic underlying 
condition is usually easily determined. 
With intensive treatment and drugs, 
much of this fluid can be removed and 
prevented from recurring.

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NEW YORK (AP) — Businessmen 
long ago found that one way of sur­ 
viving lean times is to use somebody 
else’s money, mainly that of a sup­ 
plier. Just delay the payment a month 
or so and you benefit from an interest- 
free loan. 
Some of the best names in American 
industry have become slow payers 
when pinched. Some people claim 
Uncle Sam does the same thing. And 
based on relatively high delinquency 
figures on loans, individuals are aware 
of the practice. 
The art or science of conserving and 
using money wisely during a combined 
inflation-recession-tight money period 
is far more complex than using other 
people’s funds, however, as is in­ 
dicated by an advisory to clients this 
month by Coopers Sc Lybrand, an 
accounting firm. 
The firm lists three goals that cash­ 
conscious companies should seek these 
days: acceleration of cash receipts, 
the accumulation and wise investment 
of cash for growth and yield, and a 
delay in cash payouts. 
To accelerate cash receipts it 
suggested to clients that most 
businesses can benefit from the use of 
automatic transfer accounts, bank 
wire systems and electronic transfer 
arrangements to speed transactions. 
In addition, it advised: 
—Review the need of cashiers at 
various office and plant sites. 
—Tighten due dates for all sales, and 
strengthen credit collections. 
—Reconsider the effectiveness and 
rate of cash discounts to induce early 
payment. 
—Tighten up on errors in billing 
which slow collections. 
—Reduce delays in filling orders so 
that the bill will arrive sooner. 
—Provide preaddressed return 
envelopes with invoices to encourage 
quick payment. 
—Re-evaluate customer and product 
mix so as to emphasize sales with 
fastest cash conversion. 
These are 
some tactics rec­ 
ommended for delaying cash payouts 
and increasing payables: 
—Curtail product lines; avoid 
replenishing slow-moving, high-cost 
items. 
—Use the supplier’s inventory in­ 
stead of your own. Buy only what you 
need immediately, if that is feasible. 
—Negotiate better terms on pur­ 
chases, especially where delivery or 
construction delays are anticipated. 


—Review tax options that will 
permit you to defer tax payouts; that 
is, through possible changes in in­ 
ventory accounting and depreciation 
schedules. 
—Review insurance coverage, in­ 
cluding the timing of premium 
payments and the possible availability 
of loans. 
—Provide employes in executive and 
employe compensation plans with 
noncash, deferred benefits, instead of 
immediate cash payouts. 
As for obtaining cash and keeping it 
invested while still available for 
sudden needs, the accounting firm 
suggested: 
—invest short-term cash in money 
market institutions that permit 
unrestricted investment and with­ 
drawal. Mutual funds which invest in 
bank certificates of deposit and high- 
grade commercial paper are possi­ 
bilities. 
—Offer new or Treasury shares to 
stockholders instead of dividends. 
Demand For Steel 
Ahead Of Supply 


CLEVELAND (AP) - “Although 
steel mill shipments were up from our 
original expectations for the first half 
of 1974, demand is still out-stripping 
supply by a significant margin, 
probably at least IO to 15 per cent. And 
based on actual domestic mill ship­ 
ment figures recorded for the first six 
months of ‘74 of about 58 million tons, 
we are now forecasting shipments of 
between 52 and 53 million tons for the 
balance of the year,” reported Robert 
G. Welch, president of the Steel Ser­ 
vice Center Institute in an update of 
the association’s latest business 
conditions survey. 
That means said Welch, by year end 
comestic steel mills will have shipped 
a total of 110 to 111 million tons, ap­ 
proximately the same figure as in 1973. 
Approximatley 5 million tons can be 
expected to be exported and imports 
most likely will be down form 15.1 
million in 1973 to 12 million this year. 
This means the 1974 available supply 
is expected to total 117 to 118 million 
tons, off close to 5 million tons when 
compared with 1973.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
new Elections Commission is trying to 
figure how to define "personal 
knowledge." 
That’s just one problem of the five- 
member agency the legislature 
created this year to investigate 
election 
law 
violations 
and 
irregularities. 
Chairman Nolan Carson of Cin­ 
cinnati and the other four members 
have been struggling for several weeks 
to come up with procedures clarifying 
what it takes to touch off an investi­ 
gation other than just a complaint by a 
candidate or public official. 
The law that created the commission 
says a party making a complaint must 
in effect state under oath that he has 
"personal knowledge" that a violation 
has occurred. 
At initial commission hearings, at 
which affidavits were fUed against 
both major parties, members decided 
they needed to define "personal 
knowledge" so anyone who wants to 
complain will know what is required. 
Charles Shanklin, a Republican 
member from Columbus, also asked 
Roy Nichols, a representative of the 
secretary of state’s office, to prepare a 
standard complaint form. 
"Once these things are done we can 
rifle shot into particular aUegations to 
determine if a full-fledged in­ 
vestigation can be made," Shanklin 
said. 
The law gives the commission power 
to turn its findings over to prosecutors. 
State Sen. Tony P. Hall, D4 Dayton, 
defeated Nov. 5 in a bid to be secretary 
of state, has charged the state cam­ 
paign committee of James A. Rhodes, 
the governor-elect, with violating state 
fund-raising laws.

Committee and the Ohio Democratic 
Party violated statutes by allowing 
Gov. John J. Gilligan to use state 
aircraft for political purposes. 
Peltier, whose affidavit included 
newspaper clippings that gave ac­ 
counts of the aircraft use, urged the 
commission to make news stories ac­ 
ceptable as personal knowledge. 
"The press is fair and unbiased," he 
said.

Inspectors such as the one in Vinton 
County, he said, seem to know little 
about strip mining and write up 
violations for borderline infractions as 
well as things not spelled out in the 
law. 
The strip mining lobby which 
Tostenson heads is expected to seek 
some changes in the law next year, but 
Tostenson claimed the miners can live 
with the law as it is. 
“We expect in the enforcement area 
that inspectors should receive training 
so they will know when they are in a 
coal mine and not be like the inspector 
who issued an order to an operator to 
bury a pile of horse manure he had 
hauled to his strip mine lands to use as 
fertilizer,” said Tostenson. 
“What we need is a healthy business 
climate so we can get the coal out of

superintendent and the high school 
principal. A hearing on the action is 
scheduled in the common pleas 
courtroom Monday afternoon at 1:30. 
The plaintiffs are asking for an order 
to keep the board from enforcing the 
disciplinary action. 
Smith concluded the parents’ 
presentations to the board by calling 
for it to rescind the 40 days suspension 
from athletics. He said the three days 
from school had already been served 
but the boys should still have their due 
recognition before the student body for 
their participation on the football 
team. 
Although the board met in an 
executive session after the business 
meeting, they were not in position to 
pass any resolutions. Since at this time 
there is no other board meeting 
scheduled, the deduction is that the 
board will be in court on Monday. 
Board president Dale De Long said 
this morning that because of the legal 
ramifications of the court action filed 
by these parents, he was not at liberty 
to make a statement but there was 
more than the one side to the situation.

After several of the visitors had left, 
the board meeting was continued with 
the regular business.

UMW Loses 
Files Suit 


CHARLESTON, W. Va. (AP) - The 
State Supreme Court dismissed 
Wednesday a suit by United Mine 
Workers officials to gain access to 
state Mines Department records. 
Acting on a W) vote, the court 
determined the matter to be moot, 
meaning no legal issue remains to be 
resolved by the court. 
UMW President Arnold Miller and 
three other UMW officials brought the 
suit against the department director 
John Ashcraft. They sought a Supreme 
Court order to compel Ashcraft to 
permit UMW examination of records 
of fines for coal mine safety violations 
and reports of fines for coal mine 
safety.

Park Ranger 
Said Missing 
On Mountain 


PARADISE, Wash. (A P )- The 
search for a missing National Park 
ranger who disappeared while climb­ 
ing Monday on Mt. Rainier was 
scheduled to resume Thursday morn­ 
ing. 
Missing was David Taylor, 23, of 
Wooster, Ohio. His climbing partner 
and fellow ranger, Carl Fabiani, 27, 
made his way off the mountain early 
Wednesday morning. 
A rescue party spent Wednesday 
night camped at the 7,500-foot level of 
the mountain and was scheduled to 
begin climbing at daybreak. 
John Parks, chief of operations for 
Mt. Rainier National Park, said if 
Taylor is unhurt “he could survive a 
couple more days.” 
Fabiani told officials he and Taylor 
became separated during a “ white 
out” at about the 9,500-foot level on 
Success Cleaver when visibility was 
lost due to blowing snow. 
It took Fabiani about 40 hours in 
stormy weather to climb off the 
treacherous cleaver, cross two 
glaciers and descend through the 
woods to safety on the west side of the 
mountain. 
Fabiani told officials that he and 
Taylor had begun the summit attempt 
on Friday but gave it up on Sunday at 
about the 12,500 foot level of the 14,410- 
foot mountain because of deep, fresh 
snow, avalanches and poor visibility. 
Fabiana told officials he and Taylor 
were about IOO feet apart when they 
became separated. Fabiani said he 
searched for Taylor for several hours, 
then began climbing down the 
mountain. 
N A ACP Suit 
Challenged 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P)- The 
contention by the NAACP that its May 
29 desegregation school suit here was 
made on behalf of all students has been 
challenged by a citizens group. 
The Citizens for Neighborhood 
Schools, whose candidates now 
comprise the majority on the school 
board, filed suit Wednesday to join the 
board as defendants in the suit. 
Three students and seven parents 
were named plaintiffs by the CNS. The 
NAACP named seven students and 
their parents as plaintiffs. Both claim 
both black and white representation. 
The CNS platform called for 
preserving neighborhood schools as a 
concept in the 70,000-pupil system. 
The NAACP called for abolition of 
attendance zones alleging the new 
board is preserving racial isolation in 
certain schools. 
No date has been set for trial in U.S. 
District Court in the case that has seen 
dozens of motions filed.

Kings Island 
Attracts 
More Ohioans 


KINGS MILLS — Despite concern 
about the energy crisis, Kings Island 
attracted a record number of visitors 
during its third season of operation. 
General 
Manager Edward 
J. 
McHale said nearly 2.6 million persons 
visited the entertainment park during 
the 125-day operating season. The 
figure shows an increase of 200,000 
over the 1973 season. 
“We did note a substantial increase 
in the number of Ohioans to visit us” , 
McHale said. “Some 70 per cent of our 
guests were from Ohio, compared to 58 
per cent last year.” 
As the park closed for the season, 
work began on Kings Island’s 3.5 
million dollar expansion program. 
Most of the construction is in the Coney 
Island theme area. 
Featured in the new addition is a 
giant double ferris wheel. Imported 
from Switzerland, this ride rises to a 
height of 135 feet, making it the tallest 
structure on the Coney Mall. The ride 
is the second of its kind in the United 
States and differs from the con­ 
ventional ferris wheel in that the two 
large wheels operate alternately. It is 
capable of handling 2,000 persons an 
hour. 
Another new ride being added to the 
Coney Mall is called the Troika. This 
ride combines a twisting and spinning 
action as the entire structure rotates. 
Also included in the mall con­ 
struction are a games building, an 
outdoor theater and a restaurant 
capable of serving 2,000 persons an 
hour by utilizing a large revolving 
serving area. 
When completed the Coney Mail will 
be nearly twice its present size and will 
retain the classic appearance, in­ 
cluding the famous gingko trees. 
Additions to Lion Country Safari 
include a 2,000-seat amphitheater, 
featuring the new Kings Island exotic 
bird show. Here colorful birds perform 
a variety of tricks.

That’s what college football rivalries 
are all about. 
“ All these games have tremendous 
emotion. This year will be no more or 
no less,” Coach Woody Hayes said 
Wednesday after sending his fourth- 
ranked Buckeyes through a light 
workout. “ Both teams will be tight in 
the first quarter. In a game of this 
magnitude, that’s bound to happen.” 
Hayes, when informed that Ohio 
State team was an eightpoint favorite 
Saturday over visiting Michigan, said, 
“ I know, and you know, ifs a tossup.” 
For the most part, strategy, records, 
coaching and grudges can be tossed 


out the window for these classic bat­ 
tles.

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Lovemaking O K 
For Heart Victims 


DALLAS, 
Tex. 
(AP) 
- Men 
recovering from heart attacks need 
not adopt a new, less active role in 
lovemaking despite their cardiac 
condition, according to a study by a 
specialist. 
Eleanor Nemec, a cardiovascular 
clinical specialist, said her research 
indicates that the male inferior 
position traditionally recommended by 
doctors for recovering heart attack 
patients may actually be more 
stressful than the male superior 
position. 
Miss Nemec, who works at the 
Veterans’ Administration Hospital in 
Spokane, Wash., said the findings are 
based on automatic blood pressure 
measurements taken during inter­ 
course by IO healthy male doctors in 
Spokane. 
The blood pressure readings were 
taken in the homes of the test subjects, 
and Miss Nemec said these familiar 
surroundings probably give more 
realistic test results than laboratory 
studies. 
The specialist said each year about 
400,000 male heart attack victims 
survive their first attack and about 45 
per cent of these “need counseling in 
the attempt to achieve full rehabili­ 
tation.” 


She said that one of the first 
questions the patients have is about 
their ability to continue sexual ac­ 
tivity. She said most doctors counsel 
the patient to use the male inferior 
position because it was thought to 
cause less strain on the heart than the 
more active male superior position. 


“ In my studies, I found there was no 
significant difference between the two 
positions,” she said. “ I think the 
recommendation should be that they 
use the position most familiar to 
them.” 


Test subjects were between the ages 
of 24 and 40. Each provided blood 
pressure readings during five episodes 
of lovemaking in their own bedroom 
with their wives or with partners of at 
least six months. 
“ Never before have blood pressure 
readings been taken during in­ 
tercourse in an uncontrived setting,” 
said Miss Nemec. She said most 
previous studies were in a laboratory 
and depended upon infrared data. 
The average blood pressure reading 
in the superior, or male-on-top 
position, was 163-61. In the inferior 
position, is was 161-71. Miss Nemec 
said this was not a statistically sig­ 
nificant difference.

Environmental Protective Agency as 
having the cancer agents which come 
from the use of chlorine, a bacteria 
killer. 


Turner complained it was “tragic” 
that news accounts of the impurities 
would be released before the city was 
furnished with an analysis report.

waterworks 
director, accused the EPA of using a 
scare story to push an appropriations 
bill out of a congressional committee. 
Officials said that when the chemical 
oxidizes river water impurities it 
leaves some residue of Die cancer 
causing agents. Those agents are 
chloroform and carbon tetrachloride. 
The EPA quoted an American 
Cancer Society report that the agents 
cause cancer in rats. The EPA also 
listed the incidence of cancer deaths in 
the cities involved. Cincinnati was 
declared higher than average. 
The Cincinnati water system serves 
about one million people.

AKRON, Ohio (AP)—Swooping into 
a turn, pilot Clifford Matz of Wooster 
took a close look at a batch of over­ 
turned earth that indicated new con­ 
struction, making sure it didn’t en­ 
danger the East Ohio Gas Co. pipeline. 


Matz, a pilot for McKinley Air 
Transport, Inc., at AkronCanton 
Airport, flies his twoseater Cessna at 
heights of 300 to 500 feet over every bit 
of East Ohio’s 1,800 miles of gas 
pipeline—at least once a week. 


Twisting and turning as the lines 
follow the Ohio terrain, Matz looks for 
anything that potentially could cause 
trouble. And as a periodic backstop, 
ground patrolmen trudge over every 
foot of the lines which stretch from 
Toledo to the eastern border and touch 
every city and town in the northern 
half of the state. 
“ We can’t afford to overlook 
anything, to take any chances,” Matz 
says. He checks out water courses, 
rain washouts, well drillers, con­ 
struction crews, farmers working their 
fields and any other possible cause of a 
problem.

Matz learned to fly in 1940, taught 
others during World War II and then 
turned to instructing civilians. Four 
years ago he was assigned to the 
pipeline patrol. His plane has ac­ 
cumulated about 9,200 flying hours and 
is on its fourth engine change. 
Matz himself has logged 17,000 hours 
in the air. 
“I liked instructing, even with the 70 
to 80 hours a week it requires to earn a 
living,” Matz says. “ But the pipeline 
patrol is even more fun and more 
rewarding, especially when you 
realize you’re helping insure the safety 
and comfort of thousands of fellow 
Ohioans.” He still takes on a few 
students in his spare time.. 
“Flying at such low altitudes,” he 
says, “ you’ve got to keep an eye open, 
not only to observe the line but to 
watch for high television or radio tow­ 
ers, to watch for other traffic such as 
other flying patrolmen patroling other 
pipelines or transmission or com­ 
munication lines, or aircraft circling 
small air fields. 


“Or even to avoid flying into snow 
squalls,” Matz adds. 
“You don’t worry about the towers 
you can see,” he says. “You worry 
about the guy wires, which you cannot 
see. 
As for the pipeline, “ usually you can 
quickly spot the breaks easily—in 
summer by discolored vegetation, in 
winter by discolored snow,” he says. 
Matz flies up to eight hours a day, a 
job he says “gets to be a bit 
lonesome.” 
Once, however, he wasn’t so alone. 
He had the “eerie feeling that someone 
was staring at me, at close range,” he 
recalls. Dipping low to check out 
something he had spotted, he dis­ 
covered duck hunters had built a blind 
on pipeline right-of-way. 
Turning upward again and looking 
around, he saw an Ohio Highway 
Patrol plane “ just off my wing tip. 
“ Apparently he thought I was doing 
a ‘buzz job’,” says Matz, “ and was 
preparing to turn me in for a 
violation.”

Coal Strike 
Brings More 
Work Layoffs 


CHARLESTON, W.Va. (A P) - The 
two-week-old United Mine Workers 
strike, which has idled 120,000 soft-coal 
miners, has also resulted in layoffs of 
17,435 workers in related steel and 
railroad industries. 


Spokesmen report that U.S. Steel has 
laid off 13,700 workers and Bethlehem 
Steel 175 employes because of the 
strike. In addition, 1,500 Penn Central 
employes and 1,400 Norfolk and 
Western Railroad workers are out of 
jobs. 
Other layoffs have been reported by 
Illinois Central Gulf Railroad 500, and 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad docks 
at Lorraine, Ohio, 55. 
At U.S. Steel’s Gary, Ind., Works, 
where several thousand workers have 
already been affected, a spokesman 
said many more would be laid off if the 
strike continues beyond Dec. I. The 
spokesman said the plant would go to 
“ very minimum levels of operations” 
if the strike went past that date. 
Meanwhile, a spokesman for the 
Tennessee Valley Authority confirmed 
that the utility may announce a plan 
for mandatory cutbacks in electricty 
by early next week. 
“ If the strike continues and no ap­ 
preciable amount of nonunion coal is 
delivered,” said Chattanooga Mayor 
Robert Kirk Walker, “ TVA stockpiles 
will reach the critical 3 million ton 
level in about two weeks.” 
Meanwhile, the union’s 38-member 
Bargaining Council was scheduled to 
resume deliberations today on the 
tentative agreement reached last week 
with the Bituminous Coal Operators 
Association. 
UMW Secretery-Treasurer Harry 
Patrick said there was 50^50 chance 
that the council would approve the 
agreement.

“ In the first six months of 1975, beef 
consumption per person is expected to 
remain high at over 29 pounds per 
quarter,” the department said in a 
general report on the food situation.

Eye Ohio Share 
Of Transit Cash 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Ohio’s 
share of the $11.8 billion mass transit 
subsidy bill would be $191,630,000, U.S. 
Sen. Howard M. Metzenbaum’s office 
reported Tuesday. 
The bill, which passed the Senate but 
must still clear the House, would 
provide funds to be distributed among 
Ohio’s eight major cities as follows: 
Akron, $14.7 million; Canton, $7.1 
m illion; Cincinnati, $27.5 m illion; 
Cleveland, $56.1 million; Columbus, 
$23.6 million; Dayton, $19.7 million; 
Toledo, $13.5 million and Youngstown- 
Warren, $11.3 million.

he plans 55 plots. 
Most of the land on his farm is 
tillable and Copus doesn’t depend 
entirely on tenant business. Besides 
being manager of the Sterling branch 
of a Wooster bank, this year he planted 
15 acres to wheat and 40 acres to 
soybeans. 


He got into farming while looking for 
storage space for an insulation 
business he calls a sideline. The 
acreage he bought had a big, dry 
bam—ideal for storing insulation. 


“ We felt the price was right, so we 
bought it,” Copus said. 
When he hit on the idea of small 
tenant farmers, Copus advertised in 
several newspapers. That ate up most 
of his first-year profits. 
“ I think next year it should pay for 
itself quite well,” he said. “ People 
come here from all over. Four families 
drove 
down 
every 
week 
from 
Cleveland, at least 50 miles away. 
“ Several came from Medina and 
Wooster and we rented to only three 
families from Sterling.” 
His plots generally have a 20-foot 
frontage on a blacktop road and run 
about 90feet deep. He separates the 
plots with stakes and string. 
“ We plow the whole thing and fer­ 
tilize it,” said Copus. “ They can drive 
right up to their own garden. All they 
have to do is plant it, cultivate and 
harvest their crops. 
“ We have far more demand than we 
had prepared land last year. No one 
had an exceptional garden. It was 
pretty dry this summer, but just about 
everyone said they were satisfied and 
enjoyed getting out.” 
Copus grinned. “ Some of them had 
never planted anything before,” he 
said. “ My wife and I had to show them 
a lot of different things. 
"M y wife, Betty, is the gardener in 
the family. She has done it all her life. 
“ Eeverybody said they enjoyed 
getting out in the open country. We’ve 
got a tremendous view and they 
thought it was good to get out and soak 
up the sun, which we had plenty of this 
summer.” 
Copus didn’t really want to farm at 
first. He had no experience as a farmer 
and wanted to rent the land, but “the 
neighbors encouraged us to try it and it 
worked out real well.” 
Right now Copus is mixing fertilizer 
into the soil. 
Come next May he will be ready to 
harvest another crop of customers.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The state 
of Ohio must be prepared for a possible 
long coal strike and low levels of coal 
stocks, the chairman of the public 
utilities commission of Ohio says. 
Edmund Turk said he hopes PUCO 
will have a definite plan for emergency 
power cutbacks within IO days. 
PUCO has asked the state’s major 
electric companies to come up with 
suggested plans for power reductions. 
Meanwhile, PUCO may adopt an 
interim 
order 
of 
emergency 
procedures for electricity reductions. 
The Ohio Energy Commission 
delegated authority to PUCO to handle 
power cutbacks if any are necessary. 
The OEEC estimated last week that 
Ohio utilities had a 70-day supply of 
coal on the average. 
The OEEC plan being discussed 
suggests a range of reponses to a coal 
shortage, from voluntary conservation 
to “rolling blackouts.” Electricity cus­ 
tomers would lose all power for 
several hours on a periodic and 
rotating basis during a rolling 
blackout. 
Arthur Nelms, spokesman for 
United Mine Workers District 6, 
Bellaire, had “no comment” on the 
proposed coal contract’s status.

BOSTON (AP) — Is it possible that 
some crimes may be so heavily 
publicized that no defendant can get a 
fair trial? 
Two prominent lawyers say yes. 
Is the case of LL William L. Galley 
Jr., such a case? 
They say no. 
“I think Calley got as fair a trial as 
anybody gets for committing a crime 
of that kind and being court- 
martialed,” said Harvard Law Prof. 
Alan Dershowitz, a noted civil liberties 
expert. 
“The 
jury 
reacted 
against 
publicity,” said criminal attorney F. 
Lee Bailey of Boston. 
Bailey and Dershowitz commented 
on Calley’s case and several others 
like it after being asked for their views 
on the question of a fair trial in cases 
that get extensive, nationwide news 
coverage. Also asked to comment on 
the topic was Robert Meserve, a 
Boston lawyer and former president of 
the American Bar Association. 
The three said discussion of 
prejudicial publicity inevitably comes 
down to what jurors think, and nobody 
knows much about that. Are jurors 
honest about their prejudices when ex­ 
amined before selection? If not con­ 
fined, do they obey the judge’s in­ 
structions not to read newspapers or 
listen to radio and television news 
about their case? 
“The average juror,” said Bailey, 
“is announcing his willingness to be 
with the government.” 
Bailey won a new trial, and eventual 
acquittal, for Dr. Sam Sheppard, 
accused of murdering his wife, on the 
grounds the celebrated 1954 trial in 
Cleveland had been a circus, poisoned 
by local press clamor against the 
defendant. Bailey himself was cen­ 
sured by the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court in 1972 for, among other things, 
out-of-court statements in a New 
Jersey case. 
Recalling the Sheppard case, Bailey 
said: “In the retrial the first jurors, if 
we’d had them, would have voted to 
convict again. 
“The best juror is the one who says: 
’Sure, I read the paper, but I will 
decide the case on the evidence,'” said 
Bailey. T would keep him, unless he 
knows something specific about an 
alleged confession, etc., whose ad­ 
missibility into evidence is going to be 
argued. Then I would excuse him; he 
just can’t put that knowledge aside. 
“In my own experience, if a juror 
disregards the judge’s instructions — 
in a case where the jury is not locked 
up — and reads about the trial, the 
other jurors turn on him and say: 
'You’re going beyond the rules.’” 
Meserve thought the empaneling of 
the Watergate coverup jury as well as 
the jury in New York which acquitted 
former U.S. Atty. Gen John Mitchell 
and former Commerce Secretary 
Maurice Stans on non-Watergate 
charges required “to some degree an 
act of faith, a belief that people will do 
their best to be honest citizens. I think 
that’s justified, speaking generally.’’ 
There is a dilemma here, Meserve 
said. “It seems to me that generally

speaking, you can’t find jurors quite 
frequently who are intelligent people 
who don’t know something about most 
matters that come before them—or 
haven’t at least formulated a sort of 
opinion about matters of the type that 
come before them.” 
Dershowitz says he is sure that, 
human nature being what it is, some 
jurors disregard judges' instructions. 
“I don’t think you can completely 
count on it being an airtight system. 
There are many problems with the 
jury system, and it’s such an im­ 
portant system I wouldn’t want to 
tamper with it.” 
The Watergate coverup jury, Der­ 
showitz said, presents a “mixed pic­ 
ture” for the defense. 
“The fact that all these jurors know 
of the President’s pardon (of Richard 
Nixon) is a tremendous advantage. 
The judge refused to strike, appar­ 
ently, the jurors who might allow that 
fact to influence their decision.” 
The jury now hearing the Watergate 
coverup trial is confined where news of 
the trial cannot reach it and possibly 
affect its deliberations. 
Nonetheless, U.S. District Court 
Judge John Sirica should have moved 
the trial from Washington to insure an 
impartial jury, Bailey and Dershowitz 
said. 
“I’m not happy seeing Richard 
Nixon’s gang being tried by blacks and 
liberals in the District of Columbia,” 
said Dershowitz. 
He thought it would have been “a lot 
fairer” to have moved the trial to “a 
district of Maryland where it (the 1972 
election) was very close, and where 
you had a mixture of whites and 
blacks.” 
A majority of the Watergate coverup 
jury is black. 
“I would have moved the trial to 
another city not so fired up,” said 
Bailey. 
Moving a trial is one way to assure a 
fair trial, as Bailey notes in summing 
up a judge’s options: 
“Have a thorough voir dire 
examination to get rid of those jurors 
who are prejudiced. Second, move or 
delay the trial. Third, try the case — 
and if you can assign unfairness, re­ 
verse the conviction and try it again or 
dismiss it, as in the Bobby Seale case 
in Connecticut. 
“Let the man go unpunished. This is 


the price society pays.” 
Black Panther leader Seale was 
charged with, among other things, 
kidnaping resulting in death. After a 
jury — selected from a panel of 1,500 — 
failed to reach a verdict in 1971, Con­ 
necticut Superior Court Judge Harold 
M. Mulvey dismissed all charges 
against Seale, saying: “With the 
massive publicity attendant upon the 


trial just concluded, I find it im­ 
possible to believe that an unbiased 
jury could be selected without 
superhuman efforts, efforts which this 
court, the state and these defendants 
should not be called upon either to 
make or to endure.” 
“Every so often, we’re going to have 
a case where we cant bring a guy to 
trial,” said Dershowitz.

started a campaign to turn 
garbage into a multi-million- 
pound asset.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A govern­ 
ment report says the world sugar 
market “continues tight, with only a 
rumor needed to push up prices sig­ 
nificantly.” 
Recent increases which already 
have driven sugar prices far in excess 
of previous records probably will lead 
to increased world production of 
sugar, the Department of Agriculture 
said Tuesday. 
“Looking ahead, high sugar prices 
will likely stimulate increased world 
sugar output in the next one to three 
years as major adjustments are 
made,” the department said. “In the 
United States, at least, high sugar 
prices and high prices of sugar- 
containing products will likely lower 
per capita consumption in 1975.” 


Despite the cost, sugar continues 
“available for those buyers who are 
willing to pay the very high prices,” 
the department said in a situation 
report issued by its Economic Re­ 
search Service. 
World sugar production in the 1974-75 
season is about 1.5 million tons less 
than previously forecast and reserve 
stocks are unusually low, the report 
said.

High Fuel Costs Brighten 
Outlook For Solar Energy 


PITTSBURGH - Uncertain fuel 
.supplies and soaring fuel costs have 
dramatically brightened the outlook 
for solar energy' systems for buildings, 
a glass industry official has stated. 
“In the next five years, as many as 
800,000 homes, plus thousands of 
multifamily 
and 
commercial 
buildings, could be using solar energy 
for heating, cooling, hot water or all 
three,” said Peter B. Obbard, PPG 
Industries’ general manager of en­ 
vironmental glass products. 
Building applications for solar 
energy will continue to skyrocket in 
following years, and possibly 
1.4 
million homes may employ solar 
energy systems by 1985, Obbard said. 
The boost for solar energy has come 
because of rising fuel costs, dwindling 
supplies and industry's commitment, 
such as PPG's recent start of com­ 
mercial production of solar collectors, 
Obbard said. The collector, which 
absorbs the sun’s energy and transfers 
it to heating and cooling equipment, is 
the key component for complete 
building solar systems. 
“Large-scale production improves 
the economics of solar systems, 
making them more attractive to ar­ 
chitects, builders and owners,” 
Obbard said. 
“Within five years, many other 
components for solar systems will 
become 
standardized, 
and 
homeowners and builders will be able 
to buy and install them at reasonable 
cost,” Obbard stated. “And as con­ 
ventional fuel costs continue to rise, 
the systems will pay for themselves in 
an increasingly shorter time span.” 
He predicted that initially the major 
applications of solar systems will be 
for residential water heating for both 
new and existing homes in the South 
and Southwest. “This will be the first 
strong market 
because of sunny 
climates and shortages of conventional 
fuels in some parts of these regions.” 
Paralleling residential use for hot 
water will be applications of solar 
energy for hot water, heating and 
cooling in government-funded multi­ 
story buildings and selected com­ 
mercial buildings, according to 
Obbard. 
In following years, a growing 
number of existing and new homes will 
employ solar energy for heating as 
well as hot water. “About 75 per cent of 
the nation has a suitable climate for 
practical solar heating systems,” the 
PPG executive said. 
In the next phase, solar energy 
systems will be adapted to provide air 
conditioning as well as heating for 
many commercial and multistory 
residential buildings. “The solar 
collectors will be included in the 


spandrel or opaque area of the 
building’s exterior, resulting in little 
change in appearance from today s 
buildings,” Obbard said. 
An even greater boost to widespread 
use of solar energy could come with 
government incentives, he added. 
“These could take the form of ac­ 
celerated depreciation for commercial 
buildings having solar systems and 
income-tax deductions for homes 
having such systems. 
“With large-scale production, solar 
energy could become our cheapest 
source
